Reference was made in this paper a few 
days since to the ease of the negro Jim 
brought before Judge Caton at Ottawa on a 
writ ot habeas corpus—ihe said negro hav- 


ing been arrested in Perry county and 
lodged in. the Union _ jail 
under the so called “black laws” of Illinois. 


imprisonment were illegal, and that the prison- 
er must be discharged therefrom. The supple- 
mentary decision, that the negro having been 
claimed under and by virtue of the Fugitive 
Slave law of Congress, must be remanded 
to the keepisg of the United States Mar- 
shal, is apart from the topic which we 
propose to consider. In rendering his 
decision on the former point Judge Caton only 
followed in a line of safe precedents established 
by the court of which he is a member, In 
January 1850 the Supreme Court of Illinois, 
then consisting of Messrs. Treat, Caton and 


Trumbull, decided that the Vth section of the 


74th chapter of the Revised Statutes, (ihe 
most offensive portion ot the “black laws,”) 
was whconstitutional and void. (Thornton's 
cage, Tl 332). Again, in 1857, the Court, 
consisting of Méssrs. Scates, Skinner and Ca- 
ton, reaffirmed the decision, declaring that un- 


der State authority the owner or claimant of a 


colored man could exercise no power over 
him—the Constitution of Illinois presuming 
every human being within its jurisdiction to 
be free. (Rodney vs. the Illinois Central PR. R. 

Company, 19 Ill. 42). The Court held in each 
case that the Constitution of the United States 
conferred upen Congress the sole and exclu- 
sive right to legislate on the reclamation of 
fugitives, and that all State laws, either assist- 
ing or impeding the operation of the laws of 
Congress, were inoperative and void. 

It is well known in the southern part of this 
State that a gang of men, under the lead of the 
Sheriff and County Judge of Union County, 
and the late Postmaster of Jonesboro, have 
orgauized @ system of kidnapping, which they 
pretend to carry on under the obsolete fifth 
section of th “ black laws.” Their operations 
are not strictly confined even to the letter of 
the statute, as is shown in the case of the 
negro Jim, who was arrested in one county 
and incarcerated in another. But their usual 
mode is to get on board.a train going north- 
ward from Cairo, to “ spot” every colored man 
foand theroon, and to carry him off vi e armis, 
at Jonesboro station. They then advertise 
him under the fifth section aforesaid, and if an 
owner appears within a reasonable time, they 
pass him over and pocket the usualreward. In 
nine cases out of ten an owner can be pro- 
cured, but if none is found the kidnappers
